Prize G—A 
silver vase, value $25, for the best 18 roses 
of any six varieties, three of each. Prize H 
—A silver challenge vase, value $200, for 
the best 24 varieties, three specimens of each, 
to be held by the wirner against all comers 
for three consecutive years aud then to be 
his property absolutely. ‘nis is the third 
year of offer, it having been awarded to 
Jotn B. Moore & Son in 1882 and 1883. 
Gardeners’ prize—A silver vase, value $30, 
for the best 24 named roses of different vai 
ieties exhibited by a gardener. 





BEACON HILL RESEV IR. 


The demolition of the old resevoir on 
Beacon Hill, between Temple and Hincock 
streets, which was begun about three years 
ago, is nearly completed and in six months 
or more scarcely a vestige of the structure 
will be left, as only a few arches on the north 
sidé remain standing. At first the progress 
of the work was apparently very slow, for 
the removing of the plaster, which lined the 
inside, was a long and tedious task. The 
operations now are more rapid, and watch- 
ing the workmen is quite interesting. A 
huge block of granite is swung from its 
position by means of a steam derrick as 
though the tons were ounces, and deposited 
in @ team to be carried off,the whole process 
being finished in less than half an hour 
when the men are once fairly at work, and 
often in less tame when the blocks have once 
been disiodged. The builders evidently 
thought the time would never come when 
their time would be demolished, and the 
building was a most substantial one. 
Strange as it may seem no person employed 
in removing this huge structure has been 
seriously injured, perhaps because every 
precaution is taxen against accidents. An 
ofticer is always on hand to check any fool- 
hardiness on the partof the workmen, and if 
one is under the least influence of liquor he is 
not permitted to ascend to its lofty arches. 
Not long ago quite a disturbance was caused 
by an intoxicated individna!, who insisted, 
in spite of all orders, on resuming his posit- 
ion required the assistance of iwo police- 
men wno finally lodged him in the station - 
house.
